Tue Tragic Play of Pizarro was last night performed at this house, 
when Wallack, as,the representative of Rolla, displayed great spirit 
and strong!feeling. Cooper, H. Wallack, and Mrs. Glover, (in conse- 
quence, we suppose, of the ‘continued indisposition of Mrs. Faucit,) 
snpported the parts of dienzo, Pizarro, and Elvira, in a respectable 
manner. Much has been said and written.for and against the Play.of 
Pizarro ; but though we are by no means blind to its defects, we can- 
not despise it far the sake of Rolla. The interest excited by hist@rians 
for the injured Peruvians, has been by Kotzebue admirably concentered 
in the persom of their general ; he is brave, noble and humane, and 
makes the most difficult sacrifice of which the human heart is capable, 
in surrendering to a fortunate rival, the woman he fondly loves, and 
perishes in the act of proving how well he deserved a happier fate.— 
Such a character cannot fail to excite the sympathy of every feeling 
mind. After the Play, Jack in the Box was performed for the 37th 
time.—-The house. was thinly attended.

Last night the Tragedy of The Grecian Daughter was performed 
at this Theatre; during its progress an accident oecurre®, which, as 
it evidently was not attended with any ill effects, amused the audience 
highly. Mr,Abbott, in the scene where he rushes from the tomb of Hue 
docia to embrace Huphrasia, came forward with such vehemence that 
he lost his balance and fell on his back, dragging poor Miss Kemble 
after him ; the lady was evidently frightened, but soon recovered her 
self-possession, and played with her usual brilliant talent. :
